We do not exactly get the point of the
above article.  There wus no sudden infla-
tion of the currency. It cameon gradually
through the war and after the war, reach-
ing its maximum in 1805, The contraction
referred to oceurred in two ways, (1) the
refunding of the temporary certificates and
short obligations of the Government into
long bonds, and (2} the improved eredit of
the Government by which the preminm on
gold fell off. The purchasing power of
money increased, and henee money be-
came more desirable, aniliimproductive, or
at least unremunerative, real estale, less
desimble.  The decline in real estateset in
abont 1867, but as the farmers of the land,
nswell as everybody else, had been edu-
caleid to high prices, and believed that we
would never againsoe low prices, they held
on to their purelases, paid high rates for
money, and also farmed at high prices,
including high living expenses, and got
deeper und deeper into debt, They were
unwilling to let go of theirjpurchases, and
like every body else biangon nuntil the crash
of 1873 shook them loose.  That crash
could not have been aveided in the way
our correspondent sugzests, An inflation of
eredits, suclias thot was, is never settled by
payment, but largely by bankruptey and
compromise. There was no market for the
stull to be sold exeepl an unwilling market
growing out of the relwtion of deblor.aud
creditor. There had to be a sponging olf
of the slate before n normal market could
be ereated. This oceurred in 1579, alter
the preminm on gold disappeared and in
conseiuence of good crops and a good de-
mand for them, and has been' improving
ever since. We are now apparently in
danger of & Iresh inflation and- from the
stute of things pointed out by our corres-
poudent, viz, the possession of a good
deal of  ready money by  the
public  and a  stemly inflation of
the currency. Still, there is this to be
said as yet, that there is no excessive infla-
tion of credits. Aslong as people buy,
wven at high prices, and pay for what they
buy, we cannot have much of  finnneial
disturbance. But the trouble is that an
inflation ‘of money legets a speculative
spirit, and this logically and inevitably
rups into eredits, We seem to benpproach-
ing a speculative erain real estate,  Lands
have almost  doubled in the West
in the last yeur or two.  As to a mixed curs
reney, relerred (o by our correspondent, we
have gotil to the full extent, and this is
one of our dangers. . We have gold and de-
preciated silver, aud greenbacks and pa-

gold certificates. At lenst one-hialf the gold
is absorbed by the people, and doesn’t
come out, while the silver is shelled out
on all oceasions, and, in addilion, comes
baek like & “bad penny” to the hands of
the issuer, the Governmeut of the United
States, 1l we keep on importing to the ex-
tent of the last nine months, and do aslittle
exporting as we have done in that time,
we shull probably see gold ata preminm
for export, and then our paper will be con-
vertible into silver, and this country will
bzon o silver Lagis of 8 cenls on (he dol-
lar, Inthat event it will again be a poor
country to produce anytbing in for sale
abroad, just ns uny country is that does
business in a curreney bat enlunces the
cost of producing its wheat, corn, pork,cot-
ton, tobaceo, amd other staples of pxport,
We may produce on a silver basis, but we
must 621l on o gold basis abroad, and this
ia a serious diflerence to the farmersol the
United States, and onethat ere long may
work a material change in the situation of
the conntry.
